NEW YORK, 
The “Alabama” (aims Wat the 


New York, January 21.—The World 
publishes the full text of the Alabama 
claims treaty, which differs somewhat 
from the summary reported a few days 
since. 

Article one provides for settling all 
claims since February 8, 1853, by two com- 
missioners, one each side, and an arbitra- 
tor to be chosen by the two commissioners. 

Article two, that all disagreements be 
referred to thearbitrator. Any sovereign 
of a friendly State may be made arbitrator, 
who shall be reported to and agreed upon 
by the respective governments. Each 
government may have an agent to sup- 
port ita claims and to answer claims made 
upon it, and the decisions of the commis- 
sioners or arbitrator are to be final. 
| Article three requires all claims to be 
presented within six months of meeting, 
unless good reasons are given for the de- 
lay, when three months additional will 
be given. All claims are to be decided 
within two years, and the meeting is to 
take place in Washington. 

Art four makes the payment of 
claims to be made in coin, within eighteen 
months after the decision. 

Article five makes the results of the 
proceedings final for the settlement of all 
claims, and a bar againat all others. 

Article six provides for keeping « 
record of the proceedings and the employ- 
ment of clerks, the expenses to be equally 
shared by the Governments. 

Article seven provides for a ratifica- 
tion of the proceedings of the convention 
by the United States Senate, and by Her 
Britanic Majesty, as soon as possible, and 
within twelve months after January 14, 
1869.
